tives registered majorities of 
more than a dozen votes in 
the biggest parliamentary 
blow to Labor's prestige since 
it took office last October. 


Jubilant Tories shouted 


"out" and "resign." 


Government spokesmen im- 


mediately put out word that 
Prime Minister Harold Wil- 
eon would not quit office and 
call new elections, since La- 
bor — and Liberal opposition 
in Commons — does not view 
the votes as a basic issue of 
confidence. 


Most Important 


Nevertheless, the defeats 


did come on a clause in the 
finance bill, always the most 
important piece of legislation 
in any parliamentary session. 


For the party managers, 


the situation could truly be 
called a crisis. They failed to 
round up the necessary MPs 
to march into the voting lob- 
bies at the proper time.

The report cautioned that 


the state cannot anticipate a 
major research breakthrough 
for uitlization of the large 
grain crops produced with the 
possible exception of use of 
grain alcohol in engine fuel.

tified, the report notes (hat 
Nebraska's "pioneering ef- 
fort" Is 'encouraging similar 
programs in other states and 
Nebraska, in turn, "should be 
alert to benefit from the re- 
search done in other states."

Many of Nebraska's state 


government departments out- 
side the "big three" of educa- 
tion, institutions and high 
ways have increased staff be- 
cause of federally financed or 
fee-financed programs that do 
not take state tax money. 


And two departments — in- 


cluding the major Agriculture 
Department — have actually 
cut employe levels below 
1950. 


The Department of Labor 


has increased its staff from 
246 to 307 since 1950. Major 
increases came after 1955 
with the expansion of the em- 
ployment security law and 
other later programs. 


"While new federal pro- 


grams have increased work- 
oads and necessitated the in- 
creased staff," a department 
spokesman notes, "salaries 
are fortunately 100% federally 
financed." 


Staff Doubled 


The Department of Banking 


has doubled its staff to 41— 
argely additional bank exam- 
ners. Operational costs are 
)orne by the banking indus- 
try, except for the director 
and his secretary who are 
paid from tax funds. 


The State G a m e Com- 


mission has a regular staff of 
299, an increase of 125 since 
1950. State, and federal dollars 
being spent to develop recre- 
ational areas in Nebraska 
have caused the increase. 


Nebraska has its commis- 


sions and regulatory agencies, 
but most are self-supporting 
from the special fees or tax 
revenue they collect. 


Among these are l i q u o r 


control, racing, real estate, 
brand inspection and ath- 
letics. 


Three new commissions 


have been added since 1950 
not counting. the short-term 
Centennial Commission for the 
state's 1967 observance). 


These are the Power Re- 


vie^r Board with three em- 
ployes, Soil and Water Con- 
servation Commission with 
17, and Oil and Gas Conserva- 
tion Commission with eight. 


Few Make Cuts 


While m o s t departments 


have increased staffs to a 
greater or lesser degree since 
1950, 
a few have actually 


made cuts. 


The Department of Agricul- 


ture and Economic Develop- 
ment had a peak employment 
of 275 in 1960, but since has 
streamlined to a satff of 164. 
The 1950 level was 178.

Washington W — The Senate approved and sent to the 


states for ratification Tuesday a p r o p o s e d constitutional 
amendment spelling out procedure to deal with presidential 
incapacity and to keep the vice presidency filled. 
The Senate completed con- 
gressional action by a 68-5 
roll call vote — far over the 
two-thirds majority required. 
The House had accepted the 
compromise version by voice 
vote last Wednesday Presi- 
dent Johnson's signature is 
not required.

—If a president notifies 


congress of his disability, the 
vice president would take over 
as acting president. He would 
serve until the president pro- 
claimed himself able to re- 
sume his powers. 


Acting President 


—If a president is unable 


or unwilling to declare his 
disability, the vice president 
would become acting presi- 
dent if he and a majority of 
the cabinet — or a majority 
of such other body as Con- 
gress might later provide — 
sent a declaration to congress 
that the president was unable 
to discharge his duties. 


—A president could regain 


his powers by advising Con- 
gress that his inability no 
longer exists, unless this 1 
challenged within four days 
by the vice president and a 
majority of the cabinet — or 
such other body as Congress 
provides in the future. 


—Any dispute over the abil- 


ity of the president to regain 
his power would be settled by 
Congress — which would be 
required to assemble within 
48 hours after such adispute 
arose, if not already in ses- 
sion. 


—If within 21 days Con- 


gress determined by two-third 
majority votes in both House 
and Senate that the president 
was unable to discharge his 
duties, the vice 
president 


would continue as acting 
president. Otherwise the pres- 
.dent would resume his pow- 
ers and duties of office. 


The Senate originally passed 


one version of the amendment 
72 to Oin February and the 
House voted 367 to 21 in favor 
of another version in April. 


The House had set alO-day 
imit for Congress to settle 
any dispute over the president 
resuming his powers. The 
Senate wanted no time limit. 
The deadlock was broken last 
month with the 21-day rule 
as a compromise. ..

It suggests “ opportunities 
for joint research with other 
states (will develop) where 
possible results with benefit 
to Nebraska and where econ­ 
omies may be achieved by 
cort sharing.” 
Most Impressive 
“ Perhaps the most impres­ 
sive feature of the Nebraska 
program is the business judg­ 
ment,

And two departments — in 
eluding the major Agriculture 
Department — have actually 
cut 
employ e 
levels 
below 
19 50. 
The Department of Labor 
has increased its staff from 
246 to 307 since 19 50. Major 
increases came after 1955 
with the ex pansion of the em­ 
ploy ment security law a n d 
other later programs. 
“ While new federal pro­ 
grams have increased work­ 
loads and necessitated the in­ 
creased staff,” a department 
spokesman notes, 
“ salaries 
are fortunately 100% federally 
financed.” 
Staff Doubled 
The Department of Banking 
has doubled its staff to 41— 
largely additional bank ex am­ 
iners. Operational costs are 
borne by the banking indus­ 
try , ex cept for the director 
and his secretary who are 
paid from tax funds. 
The State G a m e Com­ 
mission has a regular staff of 
29 9 , an increase of 125 since 
19 50. State and federal dollars 
being spent to develop recre­ 
ational areas in Nebraska 
have caused the increase. 


Nebraska has its commis­ 
sions and regulatory agencies, 
but most are self-supporting 
from the special fees or tax 
revenue they collect. 
Among these are l i q u or 
control, racing, real estate, 
brand 
inspection and ath­ 
letics. 
Three n ew commissions 
have been added since 1950 
not counting the short-term 
Centennial Commission for the 
state’s 19 67 observance). 
These are the Power Re­ 
view Board with three em­ 
ploy es, Soil and Water Con­ 
servation Commission 
w i t h 
17, and Oil and Gas Conserva­ 
tion Commission with eight. 
Few Make Cuts 
While m os t departments 
have increased staffs to a 
greater or lesser degree since 
19 50, a few have actually 
made cuts. 
The Department of Agricul­ 
ture and Economic Develop­ 
ment had a peak employ ment 
of 275 In I9 60, but since has 
streamlined to a satff of 164. 
The 19 50 level was 178. 
Similarly , Veterans Affairs 
hit a peak of 24 in 19 50, but 


has cut back to a dozen work­ 
ers today . 
Increased Workloads 
Gr owt h of governmental 
services and ex panded state 
and federally financed p r o­ 
grams have increased work­ 
loads. However, e m p l oy e 
growth has not 
gr own as 
much as state programs. 
Data processing equipment 
and periodic streamlining of 
office procedures have gener­ 
ally checked staff increases 
that might otherwise have oc­ 
curred.

to discharge his duties. 
—A president could regain 
his powers by advising Con­ 
gress that his inability no 
longer ex ists, unless this I 
challenged within four day s 
by the rice president and a 
majority of the cabinet — or 
such other body as Congress 
provides in the future. 
—Any dispute over the abil- 
ty of the president to regain 
lis power would be settled by 
Congress — which would bo 
required to assemble within 
48 hours after such adispute 
arose, if not already in ses­ 
sion.

I At noon Mariner 4 was 127 
million straight line miles 
from E a r t h , two million 
straight line miles from Mars, 
and has traveled 315 million 
miles along its curving, 325- 
million-mile flight path. 


Mars and Mariner 4 are rac- 


ing side by side in orbits 
around the Sun, 
with the 


spacecraft 
slightly in the 


lead. The orbits will intersect 
July 14 and Mariner 4 will 
streak behind Mars, missing 
the planet by less than 6,000 
miles. 


As it flies past, Mariner 4 


i« expected to take the first 
descHtps, showing details as 
small as 1% miles in length 
•r diameter, of the planet be- 
lieved most likely to harbor 
extraterrestrial life. 


Mariner 4's speed — now 


9,884 m.p.h. relative to Mars 
—has been gradually slowing 
down but the rate of decrease 
will fall off as it comes un- 
der Mars' influence Wednes- 
day and by Saturday the 
speed will begin to increase, 
a laboratory spokesman said.

London W) — A Royal Air 


Force transport plane on a 
training mission blew up in 
the air and crashed in a field 
Tuesday, kiffing 41 British 
servicemen. 


Firemen and the RAF re- 


ported no survivors aboard 
the plane, which came down 
in a ball of fire in an Oxford- 
shire farmer's field. It w a s 
the worst air crash in Britain 
in eight years, and the third 
worst on record here. 


Most of those on board 


were RAF airmen in train- 
ing, a defense ministry spokes- 
man said, but there were 
also a few paratroopers. 


"The plane disintegrated," 


said a spokesman for the Ox- 
fordshire fire brigade. The 
four-engine plane of the RAF 
transport command c a m e 
down near Dorchester, about 
40 miles west of London. 


The RAF said it had no in- 


dication of what might have 
caused the crash. S o m e 
spectators raised the possibili- 
ty of a collision. They re- 
ported planes had been criss- 
crossing the area all day — 
the RAF has a parachute jump 
area nearby. One woman said 
she had seen two planes in the 
air at the time of the crash, 
and one went down. 


Pittsburgh (UPI) — police 


Tuesday shot down a love- 
crazed gunman who killed a 
police lieutenant in a pre-dawn 
reign of terror.

Replanting of soybeans will

Other observations: 
Sugar beet stands have been 


seriously thinned by heavy 
hail with some of the acreage 
being plowed up and planted 
to dry beans. 


Hail and heavy washing 


rains also have taken a toll 
of dry bean acreage and made 
considerable replanting neces- 
sary in local areas. 


Harvest of alfalfa hay has 


been slowed with about 10% 
of the first crop remaining to 
be harvested. Rains reduced 
quality of the first cutting and 
some of the cut hay was lost 
completely. 


Harvest of wild hay is be- 


ginning and yields are ex- 
pected to be higher than anti- 
cipated earlier in the season. 


Pasture and range feed is 


abundant in all areas of the 
state, furnishing adequate 
feed for livestock. Cattle and 
calves are making good gains 
as a result. 


Rust Prevalent 


Black stem rust is preva- 


lent in wheat across the state, 
ranging in severity f r o m 
light to very heavy. Late ma- 
turing fields are most likely 
to be damaged by the rust.

Washington (A — The Bu- 


reau of Indian Affairs has an- 
nounced that U is now possi- 
ble to hold a tribal referen- 
dum to determine the future 
course of the Ponca Indian 
tribe of Nebraska. 


Holding the referendum had 


to await completion of a 
membership roll of the tribe. 
The roll has now been com- 
pleted and it includes 442 per- 
sons. 


The Ponca Indians 
had 


asked legislation for the di- 
vision of their assets. If a ma- 
jority of those voting favor 
division of assets, tribal as- 
sets except for certain tracts 
reserved for church lots, play- 
grounds or cemetery pur- 
poses will be sold and the 
proceeds divided among the 
tribal members. 


It is estimated that 1,959 


acres of allotted land, 671 
acres of tribally owned land 
and 152.5 acres of federal land 
in northeastern Nebraska are 
involved. 


If the referendum favors di- 


vision of tribal assets, Ponca 
tribal members who are own- 
ers of 25% or more of the 
full interest of any allotment 
may request the secretary of 
the interior to partition or sell 
the complete interest in that 
allotment.

The Po nca Indians h a d 
asked legislatio n fo r the di­ 
visio n o f their assets. If a ma­ 
jo rity o f tho se vo ting favo r 
divisio n o f assets, tribal as­ 
sets except fo r certain tracts 
reserved fo r church lo ts, play ­ 
gro unds o r cemetery 
p u r ­ 
po ses will be so ld and the 
>ro ceeds divided amo ng th e 
:ribal members. 
It is estimated that 1,960 
acres o f allo tted land, 671 
acres o f tribally o wned land 
and 152.5 acres o f federal land 
in no rtheastern Nebraska are 
invo lved. 
If the referendum favo rs di­ 
visio n o f tribal assets, Po nca 
tribal members who are o wn­ 
ers o f 25% o r mo re o f the 
full interest o f any allo tment 
may request the secretary o f 
the interio r to partitio n o r sell 
the co mplete interest in that 
allo tment.

A Change IB 


Attitude

WASHINGTON—A heady brew is bub- 


Ming in much of Latin America. There is 
excitement in the air, stirred by the idea 
that a social revolution is on the way and 
that it can be accomplished peacefully. 
This is not true of all 20 nations. Some 
are as badly mired as ever in swamps of 
backwardness. But rising confidence is eas- 
ily detected in many countries. 


There is nervousness, too. Some new 


explosion in the hemisphere could interrupt 


a momentum gained 
in recent years. Par- 
adoxically, the Dom- 
minican Republic cris- 
is has helped bolster 


confidence. Explosions expected in its wake 
failed to materialize. If it had happened 
five or six years before, few doubt that 
virtually the whole continent would have 
been in continuous uproar. The conclusion 
was that extremists lacked either strength 
or public support to capitalize on what 
should have been an ideal situation for 
them: the unilateral Yankee intervention in 
a Latin nation. What happened in the in- 
terim to produce the change? Mostly, say 
U.S. sources directly concerned with the 
area, there has been a change in attitude. 
It took several years to get the Alliance 
for Progress under w a y, but now it is 
gathering momentum. 


Programs now going forward have had 


important impact on education, culture and 
ideology. The big effort has b e e n in edu- 
cation. For the young men, accustomed 
to frustration, there are now alternatives 
to extremes and violent revolutionary ac- 
tion. 


Universities are an important ingredi* 


ent of the social structure in Latin Ameri- 
ca. For four centuries there had been noth- 
ing new for them. Now the new is being 
refused. Missions from U.S. universities un- 
der Alliance sponsorship have played a 
large part in this. There is rising interest 
in Sciences, in engineering, in improving 
the systems of university government and 
administration, improving facilities and so 
forth. 


At the start, the Alliance heavily 


stressed the building of schools—the physi- 
cal plants. But it learned buildings alone 
were not the answer. Now the buildings 
come only after there is progress in overall 
reform programs, specific plans for the 
whole range of the educational program. 
All this represents a joining of the contest

for student sympathies, in which the com- 
munists for a long time had an upper hand. 


Something else is going on which would 


have been unthinkable a few years ago. 
Rich men are complaining a b o u t taxes. 
They did not complain in the past because 
they did not pay taxes. A few years ago it 
was almost impossible to talk about tax 
reforms. Today, some countries collect 
taxes on graduated scales similar to those 
of the United States. Internal revenue serv- 
ice teams were successful enough in some 
areas to convince even the most hidebound 
that paying taxes is a necessity. 


There are other symptoms of change. 


There is keen interest in what goes on in 
Chile under President Eduardo Frei's Chris- 
tian Democratic government. There is ris- 
ing interest in Christian Democracy itself 
as a counter-pole to communism, a move- 
ment offering social revolution, as the Latin 
Americans put it, "Revolution sin pare- 
don"—without firing squads. 


In Chile, for the first time in a half 


century, a presidential candidate—Frei— 
won last year simultaneously in working 
class and middle class districts. The Chris- 
tian Democrats say they seek a national 
movement uniting the university students- 
source of Latin America's political elite— 
with the middle and working classes with 
the goal of "revolution in liberty." 


In Washington, one high U.S. source 


commented: "It's hard to say when the 


change took place—as 
hard as to put an 
exact date on the Ren- 
a i s s a n c e . But the 
change is there. It did 


not begin with President Kennedy, though 
his impact was great, and it did not stop 
with his death. The fact that is missed by 
many is that the Alliance for Progress was 
an idea—the idea of self-reliance and self- 
help—which was just as important as the 
performance. Everyone knew what w a s 
wrong: bad systems of government, agricul- 
ture, banking, bad social systems, bad 
military traditions, bad education. The Al- 
liance said: 'All we can do is help. The 
problems are yours to solve.' " Eventually, 
said this informant, if the Alliance is to 
raise its effectiveness, the ante will have 
to be raised. The United States now invests 
$1 billion a year in it, but the capacity of 
Latin America to absorb help is growing. 


If the peaceful revolution now appar- 


ently under way in some areas' is to be 
expanded, he added, "We've got to tackle 
things which have not yet been tackled, 
such as problems of broadened trade, com- 
modity prices and the need of Latin Ameri- 
can countries for foreign exchange earning 
capacity."

The long Fourth of July holiday is 


over. For most Americans it was a joyful 
time. But for the usual several hundred, 
tt was the end of the road. They died in 
automobile accidents. 


And so it has been every year since 


the automobile became the great carrier 
of people. We have better roads nowadays, 
a police force that did not exist before 
the day of automobiles, and we have a 
record breaking number of traffic safety 
laws. We teach traffic safety in the schools 
and give proessional instruction to begin- 
ning drivers. How many lives that saves 
cannot be determined. But one thing is 
certain: we didnt do away with highway 
tragedies. 


The July 4 slaughter was accompanied 


by news that 36 measures are before Con- 
gress calling for everything from uniform 
traffic laws and national safety education 


We Paid Again 


to unproved car design. We hope some of 
them become laws and help. But it still 
seems that the great cause of accidents 
rests with the car operators themselves, 
and until we find a way to eliminate the 
irresponsible driver we shall not make the 
safety records we are dreaming about. 


Certainly most accidents are prevent- 


able and the victims themselves are not 
always to blame. They happened to be 
traveling along a highway at a time when 
an irresponsible driver was unwittingly set- 
ting up an accident scene. They paid the 
price. 


But until we get to the heart of the 


accident matter and move 
effectively 


against it, it is good advice to drive de- 
fensively against all cars on the road for 
who can tell who is the 
irresponsible 


driver until it is too late to make any dif- 
ference? 


After months of contending with the 


rush and pressure of a city it is good to go 
for a time into the north woods. It is good 
both for the body and the mind. The un- 
trammeled wilderness, beautiful as it is, 
may bring physical weariness to the body, 
but it is a healer of the mind and nervous 
system. There Is little for the mind to do 
but reflect. And as one sits in a boat, 
probing for fish, there is no mental labor 
except looking back at a frenzied past. 


In the north woods there is no news 


except occasionally from a wheezy semi-lo- 
cal radio that comes in with a clear signal 
only when conditions are right. The news- 
casts are principally a b o u t births and 
deaths for that is the main thing that hap- 
pens. No one even falls out of a four 
story building for there are no such build- 
ings. Even the whistle of a train is an ex- 
perience in hearing that many of the na- 
tives do not know. In such an uncomplicat-

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ed neighborhood there is no problem that 
a little sleep won't cure. And there is plenty 
of time for that. 


After several weeks of such living one 


returns sound and whole. But he always re- 
turns. Big things do not happen in the wil- 
derness. They happen hi cities. And be- 
cause they happen there, there is opportuni- 
ty for a person to share. 


As a country grows bigger there are 


those who say that democracy g r o w s 
smaller. In a country of 200 million one 
individual is reduced to one 200 millionth 
part and approaches the level of a statistic 
But that is only a half statement. Great 
collectives of people offer great opportuni- 
ties, and one does not have to be a statistic. 
He enjoys a substantial democracy which is 
proportionate to his ambition and his effort. 


But as we say it is good to get away 


for a while, just because it straightens out 
the thinking process. 
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is no gift the Kennedy family cannot put 
to some use. 


His Colorado effort amounted to getting 


into a rubber raft and shooting the fear- 
some rapids of the Green and Yampa rivers. 
Sen. Kennedy got an eyeful of some of na- 
ture's most majestic beauty at close range 
as his raft rushed through the wild water. It 
certainly was different than anything in his 
New England boyhood. We doubt that his 
experience meant much to his New York 
constituents whose idea of water is either 
the ocean or something one gets out of a 
faucet. But the experience, like climbing 
the mountain, and engaging in a 50 mile 
hike, is something that coincides with the 
Kennedy temperament. They are not placid 
people. They like to compete. 


Although Sen. Kennedy does not spring 


from a family such as pioneered the West, 
there seems to be a kinship with those early 
day people who braved the 
trackless 


prairies, struggled through the storms of 
Conner Pass end viewed from a distance 
the outlines of Scottsbluff. They welcomed 
the hard way. And it is surprising how 
many lived to tell the story. 


It is good that the spirit of it still lives 


Jn America though today most of us are 
willing to let Sen. Kennedy ride the rafts 
down a raging stream. We will span the 
distances by air or Pullman car. It's 
quicker and safer. 


WASHINGTON - Many 


senators who will finally vote 
to confirm controversial ex- 
Gov. James P. Coleman of 
Mississippi for the Fifth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals are 
• wondering why he should not 
be given the same long 
"rest" that another Missisip- 
pian, Chairman James East- 
land, has given to Jewish and 
Negro judges. 


Every Negro judge to come 


before Sen. Eastland's Judi- 
ciary committee has been 
kept waiting nine months to 
a year for confirmation. 
The same has been true of 
most Jewish judges. One, 
David Rabinowitz of Wiscon- 
sin, nominated Sept. 6, 1963, 
was kept waiting over a year, 
then never confirmed at all. 


Judge Tmirgood Marshall, 


counsel for the NAACP and 
a Negro, was nominated 
Sept. 26,1961, to the 2nd Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals and 
kept waiting one year by Sen. 
Eastland. It was only on 
Sept. 11, 1962, that the pres- 
sure of other senators forced 
his confirmation. 


Judge Irving Ben Cooper, 


nominated to the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in New York at 
the same time, was kept 
waiting toy Eastland 
one 


whole year, finally was con- 
firmed Sept. 20, 1962. Coop- 
er is Jewish. 


Judge Spottswood Robinson 


III of Virginia, Negro, was 
kept waiting nine months be- 
for confirmation to the U.S. 
District Court. Eastland, with 
the help of other Southern 
senators on the Judiciary 
committee, kept him waiting 
from Oct. 1, 1963, to July 1, 
1964. 


Even before the senator 


f r o m Mississippi became 
chairman of the Judiciary 
committee, that committee, 
dominated by Southern sena- 
tors, kept Negro and Jewish 
judges waiting interminably. 
Judge William Hastie, first 
Negro to be appointed to any 
court of appeals, had to watt 
from Oct. 16, 1949, to July 
19, 1950, before the stubborn 
Judiciary committee would 
confirm him. 


Fishermen are protesting 


the Navy's explosion of 4,000 
tons of old mine torpedoes 
75 miles off New York, New 
Jersey and Virginia on July 
15, as a danger to one of the 
best fishing grounds of the 
East coast.

NEW YORK - Some news- 


papers put out special edi- 
tions commemorating, let's 
say, the bad little compound 
fracture suffered by the Lib- 
erty Bell on that otherwise 
happy July 4. But not t h e 
Cocoa 
(F.la.) Tribune, in 


whose folds I am proud to 
appear, even when writing 
cross things about that boom 
area of the space age. 


The Trib is about to cele- 


brate the 15th anniversary of 
the first launching from Cape 
Canaveral. Happened in mid- 
July, 1950. John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy was then a boyish 
congressman from the fam- 
ily district in Boston. Today 
the massively enlarged area 
and the stupefying moonport 
bear his name in memoriam, 


The first launching was a 


Bumper, a captured German 
V-2 with a WAC corporal 
on top. It was all pretty pro- 
found for that time. Today 
that whole assembly could 
be strapped to the side of a 
Titan-Ill or the many-rocket- 
ed Saturn, which is known 
as Clusters Land Stand, and 
none of the observers at the 
press site would notice it. 


I've witnessed all 
the 


manned shots from the cape, 
beginning with Alan S h e p- 
ard's lob. This is a sequence 
which not only never jades 
but, if anything, increases in 
stupefying tension. With each 
new Gemini mission we close 
in on the terminal of JFK's 
great dream to get to the 
moon and back safely by 
the end of the decade. We 
assign not only the wizards 
we call astronauts but now 
we turn to trained scientists, 


civilian types. One day we'll 
send up a poet to do justice 
to the stunning spectacle be- 
low. 


But a missile need not nec- 


essarily have a man lying 
atop it to possess a personali- 
ty of its own. It need not be 
as slim and graceful as a 
Bine Scout, which is like a 
rapier, to warrant attention. 
Titan-Ill will never win a 
beauty contest. It looks like 
a section from the pipe wing 
of Jesse Crawford's old giant 
Wurlitzer organ at the Roxy. 
But the buffs who make 
Kennedy their beat regularly 
feel sorry for, and certainly 
superior to, those of us who 
were not on hand to see it 
go not long ago. It was a 
bonafide space spectacular. 


First rocket I cheered at 


the cape was a bust It was 
the Air Force's first attempt 
to throw something at the 
moon, via a Thor with a Del- 
ta on top. It took off on a 
bright Sunday morning in 
the summer of 1958, if mem- 
ory serves, and had just hit 
the vapor trail area overhead 
when our 
shouts of en- 


couragement were stifled in 
our throats. 


It went, "arrghhh," or

WASHINGTON - One of 


the nastiest attempts at char- 
acter assassination in a long 
time has been disposed of as 
expeditiously and as pain- 
lessly as possible. Three of 
the defendants indicted f o r 
criminal conspiracy to libel 
Sen. T h o m a s H. Kuchel 
(R., Calif.* in effect plead- 
ed guilty to the charge and 
submitted letters of abject 
apology confessing they had 
m a d e use of an affidavit 
wholly false in its allegation 
of drunkenness and homo- 
sexuality. 


Having endured the ordeal 


of publicity and the grand 
jury inquiry Senator Rachel 
will lot have to go through 
the further punishmeut ef tes- 
tifying hi a lengthy trial. 
Thanks to his determination 
to see ft through and to the 
effective work of the district 
attorney's office in Los An- 
geles, he emerges stronger 
politically than he was be- 
fore. 


But if this is a fortunate 


ending it is no reason w h y 
the whole sordid episode 
should be swept under the 
rug. For an examination of 
the lengthy record before the 
grand jury indicates that this 
was a rather crudely con- 
trived plot by the extremist 
right to destroy Kuchel, a 
liberal-moderate and the 
only demonstrated vote- 
getter in the party in Califor- 
nia. Having removed him, 
the way would be open to put 
over Ronald Reagan for the 
governorship and control of 
the state with the same pro- 
tective coloration that en- 
abled another actor, George 
Murphy, to be elected to the 
U.S. Senate. 


Kucbel is now being urged 


to run for governor by lead- 
ers of influential groups, in- 
cluding the trade onions. He 
is in the California, middle- 
of-the-road tradition of his 
long-time friend,. Chief Jus- 


tice Earl Warrea. Warrea is 
the only maa iu the state's 
history to he reflected to a 
third term as governor. 


Whether with four more 


years of his Senate m a k e 
the race is uncertain. In the 
libel conspiracy he has had 
a bitter taste of how far the 
extremists will go. The pri- 
mary fight would be rough 
and California's oil and oth- 
er newly rich tycoons would 
pour out money for Reagan. 


In this instance he was 


able to knock down the big 
smear. But in view of re- 
cent Supreme Court decisions 
governing libel, notably in 
the case of city officials of 
Birmingham, Ala., brought 
against the New York Times, 
there is a question whether 
men in public life have any 
protection against libel, even 
though it be deliberate libel. 
Decent citizens fearful of the 
techniques of character as- 
sassination will think several 
times before venturing to 
seek public office. 


One of the defendants in 


the Kuchel case, Frank A. 
Capell, has just brought out 
a book that combines every 
known variety of smear. 
Called "Treason Is The Rea- 
son," it is so full of demon- 
strable falsehoods as to be 
ludicrous h* it were not such 
a sad commentary on the 
gullibility of the audience 
Capell expects to reach. 


As an example the author 


cites a report that J. Edgar 
Hoover had approved of the 
appointment of Adam Yar- 
molinsky as his successor as 
head of the FBI. Yarmolin- 
sky was a special assistant 
to Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert S. McNamara who later 
was at odds with Democratic 
leaders hi the House over a 
job hi the poverty program. 
C a p e l l reproduces the fac- 
simile of a letter from the 
FBI head in which Hoover 
says: 


"Yet nay he sire there 
m truth to the nmer 
eeraiif my choice ef a 
cessor and it is my desi 
to remabt IB my present ca 
paeity as lea* as I eai he _ 
service to my country, it jj 
my earnest hope that my fu 
ture endeavors will continu 
to merit your support an 
approval." 


In addition to raking up alj 


the old charges out of the 
past Capell gives a list of 
names of high-ranking AmerJ 
ican diplomats, m a n y 
whom have served under 
publican and Democratic ad 
ministrations over the years,! 
whom he alleges are Sovietl 
intelligence agents. The legall 
counsel for the State Depart-l 
ment found that the book I 
contained one libelous state-1 
ment after another. But to I 
take legal action would onlyf 
give the book publicity a n d 
the outcome would be in| 
doubt. 


To laugh off such wild ex- 


aggeratiott is easy enough. 
But if repeated often enough 
and particularly in times of 
tension and national peril 
they can gam credence. That 
was one of the most sinister 
aspects of the rise of Nazism. 
Hitler understood the tech- 
nique of the big lie, as he 
openly boasted. Again and 
again, as the tragedy of the 
Weimar Republic drew to a 
close, decent and well-mean- 
ing men were destroyed by 
deliberate smears against 
which they found themselves 
defenseless. 


Capell and the other two 


defendants will be sentenced 
later this month. Under Cali- 
fornia law criminal libel is 
only a misdemeanor subject 
to a fine of $500 or a year's 
jail sentence. But on their 
plea of "no contest," in ef- 
fect guilty, they can be put 
on probation for up to three 
years. This is a demonstra- 
tion that character assassina- 
tion does not always pay. 


Your Five Cents Worth

fense. 


I believe we all should exer-

I do not mean to be careful 
not to be caught, but to ab- 
stain from the crime. 


The more achievements and 


honors and awards one pos- 
sess must only add to the hurt 
to the victim in his fall, even 
t h o u g h some honor and 
achievement may be known 
to the individuals themselves 
to be undeserved. There may 
be the wish to prolong the 
act of enjoying the fruits of 
crime. This fruit yields no 
bountiful harvest, as I see it.

Hruska Proposal 


Omaha,-Neb. 


Majority rule and minority 


rights are cardinal tenets of 
democratic government, and 
Senator Roman Hruska's pro- 
posed constitutional amend- 
ment, setting aside the one- 
man, one-vote rule for ap- 
portioning state legislatures, 
violates both these tenets. 


Hruska proposes to allow 


the people to vote on how 
their legislatures are to be 
apportioned. Thus, he admits 
the importance of popular 
sovereignty and the indi- 
vidual citizen's right to vote. 
Yet, his amendment could 
render some citizens' votes 
worthless. He wrongly as- 
serts, by sponsoring 
this 


amendment, that a majority 
of 51% is entitled to give 
away its own votes or to deny 
then to the other 49%—or 
that 90% could take away 
votes from the other 10% of 
the electorate. If this were 
true, the people could estab- 
lish a monarchy by a major- 
ity vote and give away their 
own, their neighbors' and 
their children's votes forever. 


Hruska's proposal is prob- 


ably designed to perpetuate 
conservative, rural, minority 
control in state legislatures, 
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and indirectly, hi the Con- 
gress. This stratagem is like- 
ly to backfire. Just as a ru- 
ral majority votes hi 1962 to 
give itself additional strength 
in the Nebraska Legislature 
by taking area into account 
in drawing legislative dis- 
tricts, an urban 
majority- 


in 1970 could increase its 
strength by voting to take 
into account wealth, popula- 
tion density, or automobiles. 


Thanks to the U.S. Consti- 


tution 
and the 
Supreme 


Court's courageous decisions 
in defense of the Constitution, 
the American people now 
have the right to vote. 
Hruska's claim, "The people 
will have the ultimate deci- 
sion," is deceptive because 
his proposal would take away 
the voting rights which are 
now theirs. 


Everyone who values his 


own and respects his neigh- 
bor's right to vote should op- 
pose Hruska's mischief and 
support the "one-man, one- 
vote" principle.

WASHINGTON—A heady brew is bub­ 
bling in much of Latin America. There is 
excitement in the air, stirred by the idea 
that a social rev olution is on the way and 
that it can be accomp lished p eacefully. 
Tills is not true of all 20 nations. Some 
are as badly mired as ev er in swamp s of 
backwardness. But rising confidence is eas­ 
ily detected in many countries. 
There is nerv ousness, too. Some new 
exp losion in the hemisp here could interrup t 
a momentum gained 
in recent years. Par­ 
adoxically, the Dorn- 
minican Rep ublic cris­ 
is has help ed bolster 
confidence. Exp losions exp ected in its wake 
failed to materialize. If it had hap p ened 
fiv e or six years before, few doubt that 
v irtually the whole continent would hav e 
been in continuous up roar. The conclusion 
was that extremists lacked either strength 
or p ublic sup p ort to cap italize on what 
should hav e been an ideal situation for 
them: the unilateral Yankee interv ention in 
a Latin nation. What hap p ened in the in­ 
terim to p roduce the change? Mostly, say 
U.S. sources directly concerned with the 
area, there has been a change in attitude. 
It took sev eral years to get the Alliance 
for Progress under 
wa y, but now it is 
gathering momentum. 
Pro gra ms no w go ing fo rwa rd ha v e ha d 
Impo rta nt Impa ct o n educa tio n, culture a nd 
Ideo lo gy . The big effo rt ha s b e e n in edu­ 
ca tio n. Fo r the y o ung men, a ccusto med 
to frustra tio n, there a re no w a lterna tiv es 
to ex tremes a nd v io lent rev o lutio na ry a c­ 
tio n. 
Univ ersities are an imp ortant ingredi­ 
ent o f the social structure in Latin Ameri­ 
ca . For four centuries there had been noth­ 
ing new for them. Now the new is being 
refused. Missions from U.S. univ ersities un­ 
der Alliance sp onsorship hav e p layed a 
large p art in this. There is rising interest 
In sciences, in engineering, in imp rov ing 
the systems of univ ersity gov ernment and 
administration, imp rov ing facilities and so 
forth. 


★ 
At the s t a r t , the Alliance heav ily 
stressed the building of schools—the p hysi­ 
cal p lants. But it learned buildings alone 
were not the answer. Now the buildings 
come only after there is p rogress in ov erall 
reform p rograms, sp ecific p lans for the 
whole range of the educational p rogram. 
All this rep resents a joining of the contest 


for student symp athies. In which the com­ 
munists for a long time had an up p er hand. 
Something else is going on which would 
hav e been unthinkable a few years ago. 
Rich men a re comp laining a bou t taxes. 
They did not comp lain in the p ast because 
they did not p ay taxes. A few years ago it 
was almost imp ossible to talk about tax 
reforms. T od a y, some countries collect 
taxes on graduated scales similar to those 
of the United States. Internal rev enue serv ­ 
ice teams were successful enough in some 
areas to conv ince ev en the most hidebound 
that p aying taxes is a necessity. 


★ 
There are other symp toms of change. 
There is keen interest in what goes on in 
Chile under President Eduardo Frei’s Chris­ 
tian Democratic gov ernment. There is ris­ 
ing interest in Christian Democracy itself 
as a counter-p ole to communism, a mov e­ 
ment offering social rev olution, as the Latin 
Americans p ut it, “Rev olució n sin p are­ 
dó n“—without firing squads. 
In Chile, for the first time in a half 
century, a p residential candidate—Frei— 
won last year simultaneously in working 
class and middle class districts. The Chris­ 
tian Democrats say they seek a national 
mov ement uniting the univ ersity students— 
source of Latin America’s p olitical elite— 
with the middle and working classes with 
the goal of “rev olution In liberty.” 
In Washington, one high U.S. source 
commented: “It’s hard to say when the 
change took p lace—as 
hard as to p ut an 
exact date on the Ren- 
a i s s a n c e. But the 
change is there. It did

p erformance. Ev eryone knew what w a s 
wrong: bad systems of gov ernment, agricul­ 
ture, banking, bad social systems, bad 
military traditions, bad education. The Al­ 
liance said: ‘All we can do is help . The 
p roblems are yours to solv e.’ ” Ev entually, 
said this informant, if the Alliance is to 
raise its effectiv eness, the ante will hav e 
to be raised. The United States now inv ests 
$1 billion a year in it, but the cap acity of 
Latin America to absorb help is growing. 
If the p eaceful rev olution now ap p ar­ 
ently under way in some areas is to be 
exp anded, he added, “We’v e got to tackle 
things which hav e not yet been tackled, 
such as p roblems of broadened trade, com­ 
modity p rices and the need of Latin Ameri­ 
can countries for foreign exchange earning 
cap acity.” 


We Paid Again 
The lo ng Fo urth o f July holiday is 
ev er. Fo r mo st Americans it was a joyful 
time. But fo r the usua l sev eral hundred, 
It wa s the end of the road. They died in 
automobile accidents. 
And so it has been ev ery year since 
the automobile became the 
great carrier 
o f peo ple. We hav e better roads nowadays, 
a p olice force that did not exist before 
the day of automobiles, and we hav e a 
record breaking number of traffic safety 
laws. We teach traffic safety in the schools 
and giv e p roessionai instruction to begin­ 
ning driv ers. How many liv es that sav es 
cannot be determined. But one thing is 
certain: we didn’t do away with highway 
tragedies. 
The July 4 slaughter was accomp anied 
by news that 36 measures are before Con­ 
gress calling for ev erything from uniform 
traffic laws and national safety education 


to imp rov ed car design. We hop e some of 
them become laws and help . But it still 
seems ttiat the great cause of accidents 
rests with the car op erators themselv es, 
and until we find a way to eliminate the 
irresp onsible driv er we shall not make the 
safety records we are dreaming about. 
Certainly most accidents are p rev ent­ 
able and the v ictims themselv es are not 
always to blame. They hap p ened to be 
trav eling along a highway at a time when 
an irresp onsible driv er was unwittingly set­ 
ting up an accident 9 cene. They p aid the 
p rice. 
But until we get to the heart of the 
accident matter and 
mov e 
effectiv ely 
against it, it is good adv ice to driv e de­ 
fensiv ely against all cars on the road for 
who can tell who is the irresp onsible 
driv er until it is too late to make any dif­ 
ference?

Judge Irv ing Ben Coop er, 
nominated to the U.S. Dis­

firmed Sep t. 20, 1962. Coop ­ 
er is Jewish. 
Judge Sp ottswood Robinson 
III of Virginia, Negro, was 
kep t waiting nine months be- 
for confirmation to the U.S. 
District Court. Eastland, with 
the help of other Southern 
senators on the Judiciary 
committee, kep t him waiting 
from Oct. 1, 19 6 3, to July 1, 
1964.

WASHINGTON - One of 
the nastiest attemp ts at char­ 
acter assassination in a long 
time has been disp osed of as 
exp editiously and as p ain­ 
lessly as p ossible.. Three of 
the defendants indicted f or 
criminal consp iracy to libel 
Sen. T h om a s H. Kuchel 
(R., Calif.) in effect p lead­ 
ed guilty to the charge and 
submitted letters of abject 
ap ology confessing they had 
m a d e use o f an affidav it 
wholly false in its allegation 
of drunkenness and homo­ 
sexuality. 
Ha v ing endured the o rdea l 
o f publicity a nd the gra nd 
jury Inquiry Sena to r Kuchel 
will no t ha v e to go thro ugh 
the further punishment o f tes­ 
tify ing in a lengthy tria l. 
Tha nks to his determina tio n 
to see it thro ugh a nd to the 
effectiv e wo rk o f the district 
a tto rney ’s o ffice in Lo s An­ 
geles, he emerges stro nger 
po litica lly tha n he wa s be­ 
fo re. 
But if this is a fortunate 
ending it is no reason w hy 
the w h ol e sordid ep isode 
should be swep t under t h e 
rug. For an examination of 
the lengthy record before the 
grand jury indicates that this 
was a rather crudely con­ 
triv ed p lot by the extremist 
right to destroy Kuchel, a 
liberal-moderate 
and 
t h e 
onl y 
demonstrated 
v ote- 
getter in the p arty in Califor­ 
nia. Hav ing remov ed him, 
the way would be op en to p ut 
ov er Ronald Reagan for the 
gov ernorship and control of 
the state with the same p ro­ 
tectiv e coloration that en­ 
abled another actor, George 
Murp hy, to be elected to the 
U.S. Senate. 
Kuchel is no w being urged 
to run fo r go v erno r by lea d­ 
ers o f influentia l gro ups, in­ 
cluding the tra de unio ns. He 
is in the Ca lifo rnia , middle- 
o f-the-ro a d tra ditio n o f h is 
lo ng-time friend. Chief Jus­ 


tice Ea rl Wa rren. Wa rren is 
the o nly ma n in the sta te’s 
histo ry to be re-elected to a 
third term as go v erno r. 
Whether with four more 
years of his Senate 
m a k e 
the race is uncertain. In the 
libel consp iracy he has had 
a bitter taste of how far the 
extremists will go. The p ri­ 
mary fight would be rough 
and California’s oil and oth­ 
er newly rich tycoons would 
p our out money for Reagan. 
In this Instance he was 
able to knock down the big 
smear. But in v iew of re­ 
cent Sup reme Court decisions 
gov erning libel, notably in 
the case of city officials of 
Birmingham, Ala., brought 
against the New York Times, 
there is a question whether 
men in p ublic life hav e any 
p rotection against libel, ev en 
though it be deliberate libel. 
Decent citizens fearful of the 
techniques of character as­ 
sassination will think sev eral 
times before v enturing to 
seek p ublic office. 
One of the defendants in 
the Kuchel case, Frank A. 
Cap ell, has just brought out 
a book that combines ev ery 
known v ariety of s m e a r . 
Called “Treason Is The Rea­ 
son.” it is so full of demon­ 
strable falsehoods as to be 
ludicrous if it were not such 
a sad commentary on t h e 
gullibility of the audience 
Cap ell exp ects to reach. 
As an examp le the author 
cites a rep ort that J. Edgar 
Hoov er had ap p rov ed of the 
ap p ointment of Adam Yar- 
molinsky as his successor as 
head of the FBI. Yarmolin- 
sky was a sp ecial assistant 
to Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara who later 
was at odds with Democratic 
leaders in the House ov er a 
job in the p ov erty p rogram. 
C a p e l l rep roduces the fac­ 
simile of a letter from the 
FBI head in which Hoov er 
says: 


“ Yo u ma y be sure there 


bo truth to the rumo r 
co rning my cho ice o f a se< 
cesso r a nd it is my desii 
to rema in hi my present c 
pa city a s lo ng a s I ca n be 
serv ice to my co untry , it i 
my ea rnest ho pe tha t

In addition to raking up a l 
the old charges out of th 
p ast Cap ell giv es a list of 
names of high-ranking Amer 
ican dip lomats, m a n y 0 
whom hav e serv ed under Re 
p ublican and Democratic ad 
ministrations ov er the years, 
whom he alleges are Sov iet 
intelligence agents. The legal 
counsel for the State Dep art­ 
ment found that the book 
contained one libelous state­ 
ment after another. But to 
take legal action would only 
giv e the book p ublicity a nd 
the outcome would be in 
doubt. 
To la ugh o ff such wild ex- 
a ggera tio o s is ea sy eno ugh. 
But if repea ted o ften eno ugh 
a nd pa rticula rly in times o f 
tensio n a nd na tio na l p er i I 
they ca n ga in credence. Tha t 
was o ne o f the mo st sinister 
a spects o f the rise o f Na zism. 
Hitler understo o d the tech- 
nique o f the big lie, a s he 
o penly bo a sted. Aga in a n d 
a ga in, a s the tra gedy o f the 
Weima r Republic drew to a 
clo se, decent a nd well-mea n­ 
ing men were destro y ed by 
delibera te 
smea rs 
a ga inst 
which they fo und themselv es 
defenseless. 
Cap ell and the other two 
defendants will be sentenced 
later this month. Under Cali­ 
fornia law criminal libel is 
only a misdemeanor subject 
to a fine of 65 00 or a year’s 
jail sentence. But on their 
p lea Of “no contest,” in ef­ 
fect guilty, they can be p ut 
on p robation for up to three 
years. This is a demonstra­ 
tion that character assassina­ 
tion does not always p ay.

Big things do not hap p en in the wil­ 
derness. They hap p en in cities. And be­ 
cause they hap p en there, there is op p ortuni­ 
ty for a p erson to share. 
As a country grows bigger there are

Wolff is hopeful the factory 


will turn out more than 10,- 
000 high-quality plates 
per 


day,

bly line. 


Wolff promised there would 


be no repeat of last year's 
performance when inmates at 
the men's reformatry turned 
out numerous inferior plates.

Proposed increases at the

While the board does not

Production of Nebraska’s 
new "centennial” automobile 
license plates may start at 
the state penitentiary 
ne xt 
week. 
Charles Wolff, superinten­ 
dent of 
prison 
Industries, 
said preliminary tests on the 
plate-making equipment are 
being completed and initial 
production may begin within 
sev en day s. 
The necessary dyes and 90,- 
000 pounds of steel have been 
received at the penitentiary, 
which for the first time will 
be handling the plate-manu­ 
facturing chore. The plate fac­ 
tory was moved from th e 
men’s reformatory to th e 
penitentiary this year. 
The new plates, carrying 
the wond “centennial” instead 
of “beef state,” will be is­ 
sued for a three-year period 
beginning Jan. 1, with tabs 
for renewals in 1967 and 1968. 
The plates will be reflectoriz- 
ed, with red letters on creme 
background. 
Wolff is hopeful the factory 
will turn out more than 10,- 
000 high-quality plates p er 
day , with a total of 1.5 mil­ 
lion plates to be produced. 
Forty -fiv e inmates hav e been 
trained to work the assem­ 
bly line. 
Wolff promised there would 
be no repeat of last year’s 
performance when inmates at 
the men’s reformatry turned 
out numerous inferior plates. 
Penal Complex Warden Mau­ 
rice Sigler called it “the worst 
batch in history.” 
“ That’ll n e v e r happen 
again,” said Wolff. “ We’v e 
ov erhauled 
the 
machinery , 
our foremen are more ac­ 
quainted with their jobs, the 
inmates are more stable and 
we hav e dev eloped sufficient 
safeguards to Insure quality .” 
Wolff noted that production 
would be slow at first because 
of the necessity of breaking 
in a new crew, but he was 
confident enough plates would

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Regents May Decide Tuition Rates Thursday 


The decision of whether tui­ 
tion rates will be raised at the 
University of Nebraska ap­ 
parently will be determined 
by the 
B oa r d of Regents 
Thursday. 
A univ ersity spokesman said 
the item is scheduled for con­ 
sideration at the m o n t h l y 
meeting. 
The Legislature has recom­ 
mended the board hike resi­ 
dent student rates about 25% 
and non-resident rates about 
50%. 
Earlier this year, the State 
Normal Board increased resi­ 
dent and non-resident tuition 
about 15% at the four state 
colleges in line with the Legis­ 
lature’s suggestion. 
Proposed increases at the 
univ ersity would raise an esti­ 
mated additional $2.6 million 
ov er the two-y ear fiscal period 
which began July 1. 
Revenue which w oul d be 
raised by the tuition hike was 
included in the university’s 
budget approved recently by 
he Legislature. 
While the board does n o t 
automatically hav e to follow 
legislativ e dictates in t h i s 
matter, the built-in appropria­ 
tion approach leav es the re­ 
gents with few options. 
In a comparison of tuition 
rates at 13 Midwest univ ersi­ 
ties, Nebraska would r ank 
fifth highest for residents and 


fourth highest for non-resi­ 
dents 
If 
the 
Legislature’s 
recommendations, drafted by 
the Budget Committee, were 
adopted. 
The Legislature has pro­ 
posed resident rates be hiked 
from $102 to $130 per semes­ 
ter, while non-resident tuition 
would be boosted from $270 to 
$400. All Lincoln campus stu­ 
dents also pay an additional 
$30 per semester in fees. 
Annual tuition charges at

Omaha would be increased 
from $600 to $650 for residents, 


and from $990 to $1,050 for 
non-residents.

at one time. But he didn't 
know about today. 


Gene Tunney, who took the 


heavyweight c r o w n from 
Dempsey, didn't appear per- 
sonally but sent a statement 
through his son, Rep. John V. 
Tunney, D-Calif. He said the 
proposed commission should 
bar any suspicious fight from

world record of 13:25.8 for 5,-

lants, the world record holder 
for the 93,000 meter steeple- 
chase was third. 


Keino ran the second fastest 


5,000 ever—13:26.2—in beating 
Clark on a 
water-logged 


track in Finland last Friday. 
Burieson, an Oregonian 


Olympian now studying in 
Stockholm, sprinted at the 
finish to win the 1,500-meter 
run in 3:41.8. He overhauled 
Sweden's Carl-Uno Olofsson, 
who was second in 3:42.4. 


Crothers, the Olympic silver 


medallist in the 800-meter ran, 
collared Kenya's Wilson Kipri- 
gut in the stretch and took 
the 800 in 1:47.3. This equalled 
the Olympic Stadium record.

since they finished second and 
third to New Zealand's Peter 
Snell in the Olympic 800-met- 
er final.

Santiago, Chile (*> — Argen­ 
tine, British and Chilean mili­ 
tary and scientific personnel 
in the Antarctic watched what 
they called a curious celestial 
body for about 20 minutes 
Monday , the Chilean air force 
reported Tuesday . 
Air force headquarters re­ 
leased a copy of a report from 
the air force commander at 
the Pedro Aguirre Cerda Base 
i 
in the Antarctic say ing that 
personnel there saw an object 
“ Glowing with a white light 
cruising in a northeast-south- 
west direction at a high rate 
of speed." 
The report said the object 
turned, flew a zigzag course 
and seemed at times to hang 
suspended in the air. 
Personnel at the British sta­ 
tion reported sighting an uni­ 
dentified object but described 
it as y ellow at times and 
green at others, the report 
said. 
The Chilean air force quoted 
the British observ ers as say ­ 
ing the object shone with the 
intensity of a star of the first 
magnitude. 
The Argentines, according 
to the Chilean report, sighted 
an object which alternately 
glowed white, y ellow, green 
and orange which left a large 
v apor trail as it mov ed across 
the sky at high speed.

Banks and other institutions 


err in losing personal touch 
with depositors through re- 
garding each as a number, in- 
stead of a personality. 


It is progress to substitute 


computers for routine adding 
and subtracting by human 
workers. But the manpower 
thus released should be em 
ployed in cultivating good re- 
lations with the customer, who 
is the ultimate boss determin- 
ing the success of failure of 
any enterprise. 


Let no executive in a volun- 


t a r y enterprise, including 
business corporations, banks, 
insurance companies a n d 
hospitals, fail to recognize 
that government bureaucrats' 
can also use computers. The 
unique character of voluntary 
enterprise is to recognize in- 
dividual differences 
and to 


cater to them. 


Distrubing Trend 


At a time when the medical 


profession and voluntary hos- 
pitals are disturbed by the 
trend toward putting the fed- 
eral government into this ac- 
tivity, opponents of Medi- 
care fail to put their best fool 
forward. They unintentionally 
antagonize their natural sup- 
porters by permitting a let- 
down of management effort 
and thus turn voluntary rela- 
tionships into highly regiment- 
ed ones. 


Voluntary insurance compa. 


nies should stop promoting op. 
position by dehumanizing refe. 
t i o n s with polieyholden. 
There Is too muck tendency 
all around to cut costs in the 
wrong way through shifting 
work and burdens to the cut. 
tomers. 


It is important for the insur- 


ance company to keep in 
touch, but there is nothing in 
a contract or the insurance 
law which places an obliga- 
tion on the part of annuitants 
to do anything except collect 
the monthly checks. The home 
office sent a letter asking that 
the policyholder and his 
spouse give evidence that they 
are alive by signing a docu. 
ment before witnesses. 


Seems Routine 


That seems routine enough, 


yet the policyholder in his 91st 
year has poor eyesight and 
[ailing health and such formal. 
ities are a burden. The emo- 
tionally disturbed spouse is 
unable to perform such a sim- 
ple act. 


But there is nothing in t h » 


annuity contract which places 
such obligation on. the annul. 
tants. It is up to the insurance 
company by telephone, by 
mail, or by personal inspec- 
tion to check up to ascertain 
whether both are surviving. 


Until these lessons are 


learned, readers of this col. 
umn are urged in acquiring 
annuity contracts to modify 
the agreement by stipulating 
that, while the insurer can in 
his own way make whatever 
checks are needed, the con- 
tract is in no way contingent 
on the ability of annuitants to 
write their signatures period!- 
cally or to perform any other 
acts save to receive the 
monthly checks directly or 
through a designated agent. 


It is high time for stuffed 


shirts in companies to know 
that certain devices, such as 
annuity contracts and living 
trusts, are in reality a hedge 
against senility. Accordingly 
the company officers and em- 
ployees should not behave as 
though such customers were 
necessarily alert and in t h » 
prime of life.

The Common Market partners 
have been meeting in Geneva 
to prepare a joint policy for

tions with the United States 
and other industrial nations. 


The Market's executive com- 


mission continued work on a 
new farm proposal that it 
hopes will be acceptable to all 
six partners. Sources said 
emissaries had been sent to 
the Hague and Bonn to see if 
the Dutch and West Germans 
might lower their demands on 
community wide farm controls 
in order to bring them closer 
to the French position.
